California Institute of Technology to one of 
them. Nestled in a quiet residential section of 
Pasadena, Calif., thia sm all but w orld -rs- 
nowned school is turning out young, eager, 
brilliant scientists who ars a match for the 
best produced anywhere. 
# The Institute, known familiarly as Caltech, 
Is independent and privately endowed. Its 
students, researchers, fellow s, faculty and 
graduates have made major contributions to 
the welfare of the world. Three graduates have 
won the Nobel Prize. 
The school believes a far greater propor­ 
tion of its students havs gone on to win Ph. D's 
in science than those of any ether university in 
A m erica, 
Three of Caltech's off-cam pus operations 
are well known. With the Carnegie Institute it 
jointly operates two great observatories: 
Palomar and Mt. W ilson, both in California. 
The great 200-inch Hale telescope at Palomar 
was designed and partly constructed on the 
Caltech cam pus.

In 1938. the United States will provide $3,400.000 000 
in foreign aid. plu s su ch money a.s the President u ses 
fi 'in hi.s contingency and emergency fu nd; plu s su ch 
ri:'*ncy a.s we have already contrib u ted to international 
tinancial institu tions. Mu ch of ou r contrib u tion is still 
hidden away and only comes ou t. b u t not entirely,

What is called “Technical Cooperation" is the old 
Point Fou r program u nder another name. This pro­ 
gram involves the export of American skills to a 
so-called weak and b ackward cou ntry. Sometimes the 
fu nds have b een u .sed for the erection of a plant as 
well. 
The prob lem of military a.vsistance b ecomes in­ 
creasingly involved as the Cold War tu rns into tha 
Tepid War. 
Actu ally we still requ ire allies and we 
still mu st su pport some of them. 
There is great 
flexib ility b oth in the natu re of the su pport and the 
rea.son* for it. 
Military aid is an ou tgrowth of the Marshall Plan 
which set ou t to reb u ild the Eu ropean economy b u t as 
the Cold War developed, b ecame .NATO. Military aid 
therefore is not always of a military character b ecau se 
often b y freeing cou ntrie.s from the hu ge cost of 
imports, it IS possib le to assist them to finance their 
own military operations in local cu rrency. Each situ a­ 
tion is different and now there is the additional 
difference that Soviet Ru ssia has moved into the 
aid-giving b u siness in competition with u s and with 
as mu ch money availab le as we have, so far as we 
know. The Soviet techniqu e is more flexib le than ou rs 
a s the Kremlin officials have no one to accou nt to. 
The entire matter is confu sed b y the assu mption 
that peace exists, when ob viou sly there is no peace. 
We are as mu ch at war now as we were in 1945, only 
it is a different type of war fou ght on different fronts 
and u tilizing different methods, it is a war of position 
rather than of motion, each side seeking b y new tools 
to place itself in a more favorab le position than its 
opponent. All this exploding of Spu tniks and ou r own 
missiles accomplishes very little except as a Hot War 
preventative. 
What each side is trying to prove i.s 
that a b alance of economic and military power is 
b eing maintained. It is assu med that as long as that 
b alance is maintained there will b e no Fighting W’ar.

War, 
U is po ssible by the eco no mic mea ns no w emplo y ed 
to a chiev e a s much destructio n a s by a n o ld- 
fa shio ned Ho t Wa r. In fa ct, the curio us infla tio n- 
recessio n co mplex fro m which we no w suffer is in 
a la rg e mea sure due to the ex ig encies o f the Tepid 
Wa r which is likely to o utla st this century . It is 
impo ssible fo r either side to fo retell the co urse o f 
ev ents o r the permuta tio ns a nd co nca ten.a tio ns, to 
quo te Cha rles A. Bea rd, o f histo ric fo rces no w 
a t wo rk. 


If last month ou r fate hu ng on Algeria, this week 
it hangs on Leb anon and next year, it may b e Japan. 
The constant changes, the flu ctu ations of policy in some 
80 cou ntries affect ou r economy immediately and we 
are b ou nd b y the errors of ou r own past, particu larly 
the error of frittering away ou r vast gold reserve 
which wou ld now b e of su ch enormou s u se to u s. The 
startling condition is that West Germany is b u ilding u p 
an enormou s gold reserve. 
And Soviet Ru ssia is 
pegging (he Red Chinese cu rrency to a gold rou b le. 
How soon will it b e b efore Soviet Ru ssia issu es a gpld 
export rou b le? 
If the world tu rns to gold, as it is likely to do in an 
effort to save itself from economic strangu lation, the 
cou ntry with the most gold will b e the center of the 
u niverse as England was for centu ries.

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Selective Inflation 
Is Still Climbing 


While the latest rise in the consumer price 
index is only one-tenth of one per cent, the 
steady nibbling away at the dollar's purchasing 
power makes sad reading over the past decade. 
The cost of living has increased 3 5 per cent 
during the past year and has soared by 23.5 per 
cent since the 1947-49 period which provided the 
IOO per cent base for the index. That is, 23,5 
per cent has been subtracted from the buying 
power of the U. S. dollar since 1949. 
To the credit of vendors of merchantable 
commodities, it should be said that the stiff price 
climbs have not been in goods but in services. 
The cost of medical care and mounting rents are 
the chief items. Both have exceeded the average 
price index by a considerable margin. Yet every­ 
body must have medical care and shelter the 
same as food and clothing. 
Less than the average price increases are 
noted for food 
gas, electricity, clothing and 
home furnishings. Food prices vary with season­ 
al changes and crop prospects. But it is encour­ 
aging to note that the staples are lagging behind 
the price climb. And some services were under- 
priced and are only now catching up. 
There is some thinking that the price climb 
is now at the leveling off altitude and that the 
cost of living h en cefcth will be approximately 
stabilized. 
Inflation has been selective 
The 
general 
picture is not one of too many dollars chasing 
too few goods but of steep price climbs in a few 
categories while other prices are only moderately 
higher. 
Perhaps 
the more rapidly rising 
service 
categories 
are 
encountering 
consumer 
price 
resistance abd will be more careful about their 
mark ups in the future 
If so, this could be a 
potent stabilizing factor against further inflation.

Foreign Aid 


The I nited States rn now engaged in an active 
com petition with Soviet Russia for the provision of 
money for foreign countries. Bach country em ploys its 
own m ethods, 
but both 
are distributing gold and 
therein lies a danger to us. Soviet Russia is reputed 
to mine $1.500.ODO.(iud a y ear. the United States buys 
lr ast of its gold at $35 an ounce. 
In 1958, the United States will provide $3 400 000 OOO 
in foreign aid. plus such money as the President uses 
from his contingency and em ergency fund, plus such 
money as we have already contributed to international 
financial institutions. Much of our contribution is still 
hidden aw ay and only com es out. but not entirely, 
through Congressional investigations 
The $3,400 000.000 is divided as follow's:

W hat is called “Technical Cooperation" is the old 
Point Four program under another nam e. This pro­ 
gram involves the export of A m erican skills to a 
so-called weak and backw ard country. Sometim es the 
funds have been used for the erection of a plant as 
well. 
The problem of m ilitary assistance becomes in­ 
creasingly involved as the Cold War turns into the 
Tepid W ar. 
Actually we still require allies and we 
still m ust support som e of them . 
There is g reat 
flexibility both in the nature of the support and the 
reasons for it. 
M ilitary aid is an outgrowth of the M arshall Plan 
which set out to rebuild the European economy but as 
the Cold War developed, becam e NATO. M ilitary aid 
therefore is not alw ays of a m ilitary ch aracter because 
often by freeing countries from the huge cost of 
im ports, it is possible to assist them to finance their 
own m ilitary operations in local currency. Each situ a­ 
tion 
is different and now there is the additional 
difference th at Soviet 
Russia has moved into the 
aid-giving business in com petition with us and with 
as much money available as we have, so far as we 
know. The Soviet technique is m ore flexible than ours 
as the Kremlin officials have no one to account to. 
The entire m atter is confused by the assum ption 
that peace exists, when obviously there is no peace. 
We are as m uch at w ar now as we w ere in 1945, only 
it is a different type of w ar fought on different ironts 
and utilizing different m ethods. It is a war of position 
rath er than of motion, each side seeking by new tools 
to place itself in a m ore favorable position than its 
opponent. All this exploding of Sputniks and our own 
m issiles accom plishes very little except as a Hot W ar 
preventative. 
What each side is trying to prove is 
that a balance of economic and m ilitary power is 
being m aintained. 
It is assum ed that as long as th a t 
balance is m aintained there will be no Fighting W ar. 


Without ever reaching a state of Hot War, 
It is possible by the economic m eans now employed 
to achieve as much destruction as by an old­ 
fashioned Hot W ar. 
In fart, the curious inflation- 
recesslon complex from which we now suffer is in 
a large m easure due to the exigencies of the Tepid 
W ar which is likely to outlast this century. 
It is 
impossible for either side to foretell the course of 
events or the perm utations and concatenations, to 
quote C harles A. B eard, of historic forces now 
at work. 


If last month our fate hung on Algeria, this week 
it hangs on Lebanon and next year, it m ay he Japan. 
The constant changes, the fluctuations of policy in som e 
80 countries affect our economy im m ediately and we 
are bound by the errors of our own past, particularly 
the error of frittering aw ay our vast gold reserve 
which would now be of such enorm ous use to us. The 
startling condition is that W est G erm any is building up 
an enorm ous gold reserve. 
And Soviet Russia is 
pegging (he Red Chinese currency to a gold rouble. 
How soon will it be before Soviet Russia issues a gold 
export rouble? 
If the world turns to gold, as it is likely to do in an 
effort to save itself from economic strangulation, the 
country with the most gold will be the center of the 
universe as England w as for centuries.

The initial dose never 
should exceed 15 m inutes at m id­ 
day; it can be increased by de­ 
grees thereafter until the pig­ 
m ent b arrier is acquired. The 
clock is a m ore reliable guide to 
the proper am ount of exposure 
than is the color of the skin. 
D ark skinned persons tan m ore 
rapidly and tolerate longer per­ 
iods of exposure. The sandy hair-
